"art especially. It 1s the smaller men 
who come In for appreciation fiurlng 
their lifetime. 
Only the saner JtMs- 


ment of -posterity recognizes the worth 
and ;talents of the really great. 


Whistler ivas undoubtedly the first 


portiaUt painter of hl.s day. yet 
he 


could' not obtain 
admission 
to the 


Royal iAcademy, an. Institution found- 
ed for the encouragement of art and 
the 
stimulation of artlstio 
genius. 


Whlrtler's unlovely 
characteristic*— 


his bitter tongue and sarcastic fling* 
*t other painters—are credited -vrtth 
causing him to be denied n. seat in the 
Academy. But the fact remalm that 
•»n association of artists, 
otrte-ielbly 


orraJiized for. the recognition ot ar- 
tlftlc merit, reftuied to admit the most 
glft«6 painter In Enjrland to member- 
ship. Tho reason given for th» re- 
fiMtl Slight well apply In & social 
*clut>p tmt not-ln &h organization mat- 
tor arttottc merit Its prime qualifica- 
tion. 
No doubt Whistler1* pe-.-sonat 


unpopularity had something to <to with 
bin excluMon, but Jealousy of Ms tal-

and water are -utterly dissimilar. The 
ft.ct that they are both fluids flowing 
underground alone gives them a sup- 
ei-floial resemblance.

The 


water percolating" under the surface of 
a farm- may be absolutely necessary to 
the farm's fertility.

bn said of oil. The latter Is a commer- 
cial product pure and simple, although 
marmfaetwred' In nature's laboratory, 
and must be treated as such. On the 
other hand, the nse of water, not the 
fluid Itself, has a commercial value. 
T.ie law clearly limits and defines the 
noes of water In a commercial sense. 


Hvery etatrrte and common law prin- 


ciple negatives the Idea that water is 
a commercial staple.
